It is the intention of the man-
agement of The News to make
it a six-column, eight-page pa-
per, but for the present it will
be issued In 5-column size, owing
to the fact that the old Enter-
prise press, upon which The
News will be printed until other
arrangements can be made, has
a capacity only of five columns.
The office occupied by the En-
terprise will also be used by
The News until larger and bet-
ter quarters can be secured.
